AM ERICAN ACTORS COMPLAIN 


That Companies are Brought From Abroad 
Because They Work for Small Wages. 
WASHINGTON, Decembor 15.—The Ameri- 

can actor has taken alarm at the invasion of 

theatres of the United States by the ever in- 
creasing army of English and European foot- 
light artists. He says that the profession is 
overcrowded, and that he is being pushed to 
the wall by actors from abroadwho come here, 
and after securing a large share of the money 
of the country go back to their native shores to 
revel in their newly acquired wealth. He 
tells the same stories that miners, mechanics 
and others have told of being supplanted by 
cheap labor brought to this country under 
contract. Like artisans he wants protection. 

Louis Aldrich, Harlay ariery and Lewis M. 

Sanger, a committee representing the actors’ 

Order of Friendship, appeared before the Ford 

Immigration investigating committee today and 

asked that the contract labor law be amended 

so as to include professional actors and musi- 
cians among the classes prohibited from enter- 
ing the United States under labor contract. At 
present the law especially exompts actors and 
musicians from its provisions. Under 
this exemption the committee = said 
that a large number of foveign actors were 
annually brought to this country 
for the sole reason that they would work 
cheaper than American actors. The money 
obtained was not spe ut here, but was taken 
back to the countries whence they came, when 
their engagement was ended. They did. not, 
the committee said, object to the presence of 
stars like Irving, Coquelin, Patti and others, 
but to the host of minor actors they brought 
with them and to the cheap grade of foreign 
actors whom American managers imported 
solely because of their c he apness. Theaverage 
pay of the American actor was $40 per week 
for the season, ay eraging 20 wee while the 

average weckly pay of English aciors was only 

S16 American ac om were the equals of their 

foreign brethren in every respect. Many of the 

American actors had served the country during 

the war and they all contributed to the pros- 

perity of thejcountry.}] Their profession was al- 
ready overcrowded and they thought them- 
selves’ fairly eutitled to protection against the 
wholesale importation of cheap foreign actors, 
who were under no obligation to us.

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MAYOR THOMPSON TELLS THE STORY 


Whieh Be@ Up te the Slawghter of the 
Innocents—The Advice the Pro- 
ple Had Yor Him. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ain. Decean! er is.—[(Speciahf 
This merning the coroner’s jury began the im- 
vestigation of the terrible tragedy at the cows. 
ty jail last Saturday night. Mayor D, vA. 
Thompsen was the first witness on the staw@d. 
After the examination of Mayor Thompsea 
had proceeded some time, one of the county 
commissioners appeared before the jury and 
anpounced that the board of commissioner 
had decided that they would not pay the coss 
of the investigation. They had agreed thas 
a3 the same witness would be examined, aud 
the same investigation made at the prelinite 
ary trialof Sheriff Smith on the charge of 
murder, this investigation would be a useless 
expense to the county, aud would not acconm 
plish anything which would not be done as 
the trialof Smith. The official stenographer, 
who had been engaged, immediately left the 
room, but the jury. after a short consultation, 
decided to go on with the. investigation, 
They agreed to charge the county nothing for 
their time, and one of them volunteered to pay 
the stenographer. It was announced that a 
popular subscription would at once be started 
and sufficient money raised to defray all em 
penses of the investigation. 

The examination of Mayor Thompson was 
then proceeded with.

The following is the most important of 
Mayor Thompson’s testimony:

A Little Girl’s Crops. 

The Albany News and Advertiser illus- 
trates the value and fertility of Georgia 
farming lands by relating the experience of 
alittle girl, the daughter of Mr. FE. L. 
Girdner, manager of the Kaufman Lumber 
company at Poulan. Mr. Girdner eame to 
Georgia eighteen months ago, and is now 
willing to indorse everything that can be 
said in favor of Georgia, so far as its agri- 
cultural .possibilities are concerned. 

Last spring he planted a peck of the large 
western peanuts for his little girl, from 
which she has gathered ten bushels of very 
fine peas. The little girl, however, not 
content with her groundpea crop, planted 
one hundred stalks of sugarcane. The re- 
sult was a magnificent crop of sugar cane, 
which, after reserving enough for home 
consumption, was sold for fifteen dollars. 
With tiis sum, together with the profits of 
her peanut crop, the little girl has bought 
five and a half acres of as good land as that 
on which the crops were grown, and she 
has enough money left to fence the most of 
her land. ‘The fertilizers used in making 
the little girl’s crops cost no more than fifty 
cents, and very Jitthe work was necessary. 

‘Lhere is a moral about the little girl’s ex- 
perience that might be taken to heart by 
older people. The land gave her good crops, 
but the crops themselves she disposed of in 
a business-like way. She saved her money 
by investing it where it will return her 
larger profits hereafter. 

You have heard what Farmer Jones, of 
Jones county, remarked when he returned 
from ‘Texas. He declared that ‘‘there’s 
more in the man than there is in the land,”’ 
and there is no truer saying, albeit the man 
in this particular instance {s a little girl.

Newspaper Man. 

A Cincinnati newspaper published a story 
the other day that Lieutenant Governor Camp- 
bell, of Ohio, had stated that Mr. Clarkson, the 
member of the republican national committee 
from lowa, had arrived at home from Indian- 
apolis bearing a message from General Harri- 
son asking Senator Allison to come to Indian- 
apolis, and that, after being closeted with Gen- 
eral Harrison for tive hours, Mr. Ailison had 
been prevailed upon to accept the treasury port- 
folio in the new cabinet.

“Stop right where you are, sir,’’ (and his 
manner was not altogether pleasant, either,) 
‘Tl have often said that I would not be inter- 
viewed and you need not exhibit any enter- 
prise in attempting to obtain from me an inter- 
view in an indirect way. That is what it would 
amount to if I should undertake to answer 
whether a newspaper rumor was true or not.”’ 

“But, general, this is from a leading repub- 
lican paper.” 

“I don’t care whatitis from. It is a news- 
paper rumor and the newspapers will have to 
taxe care of their own rumors- at least, I shall 
not. I will at no time deny or confirm any of 
them,’’
